Supervisors Meeting 
Is Held On Tuesday 


Owing to the fact that Monday 
was held as a holiday the regular 
meeting of the Board of Supervisors 
was postponed until Tuesday morning 
at 10 a. m. Supervisors Grier, Ken- 
dall, Cheney, Biggin were present. 
Supervisor Crain telephoning that he 
would be unable to attend the meet- 
ing. 

The first matter that was brought 
to the attention of the supervisors 
was the condition of the working 
funds and salary fund of the Welfare 
Commission. It appears that the sal- 
ary of the hygenic nurse in the em- 
ploy of the county is shy on salary 
and the matter of taking care of 
this was taken up. It 1s 1m arrears 
on account of funds that heretofore 
the Commission has had access to 
have now been turned into the gen- 
eral salary fund. This money was 
formerly used to help pay salary and 
other expenses. The hygiene nurse 
was discussed and the advisability 
of keeping her in the employ of the 
county was considered. Really the 
county is under very little expense 
in the maintenance of the nurse and 
it is the opinion of most of the su- 


pervisors that the nurses should be 
kept at work, as there is undoubted- 
lya gréait Aiheunt of good that can 
be done among those of the people 
who otherwise would not be able 
to get any sort of care_in Case of 
illness. Solely as a matter of the 
protection of the public from infec- 
tion it is worth while. 

The Metropolitan pays this nurse 
60 cents a visit (first visit only) 
and the Red Cross $16 a month. 
Thus the money that the county has 
to pay a nurse to attend outside 
county cases is very light. During 
the discussion Mrs. Maud Bell of the 
Welfare Commission rendered a 
statement as to the funds that had 
been turned over to the county 
treasurer.
